Probably more than any other single importation, that of 
*Diomed played the greatest part in establishing the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred as equal to any in the world. *Diomed 
arrived in this country at the age of 21, and the success of his 
get was so immediate, so sweeping as to blot out precedent; 
his influence was revolutionary, a creative force without 
parallel. His sons and their sons completely dominated the 
racing scene. His son, Sir Archy, called the Godolphin 
Arabian of America, got Timoleon, sire of Boston, America’s 
greatest race horse up to that time, and sire of the immortal 
Lexington. 


Foaled in England in 1777, *Diomed was bred by Capt. Rich- 
ard (Jockey) Vernon, an inveterate match-maker for 500 gs. 
a side, owners to ride, affairs which he won consistently and 
whence gained his nick name. *Diomed was by Florizel, one 
of the best sons of Herod, out of a daughter of Spectator, 
grandson of the Aleock Arabian. *Diomed had two close 
crosses of the Byerly Turk, two of the Godolphin Arabian, 
and four of the Darley Arabian. 


Sold to Sir Charles Bunbury, breeder of the unbeaten High- 
flyer, *Diomed did not race at two but won all six of starts at 
three including the first running of the Epsom Derby. No 
account of the race survives other than a summary which 
shows that *Diomed was the favorite at 6-4; Budrow by 
Eclipse was second and Spitfire by Eclipse was _ third. 
*Diomed won his first four starts the following year and 
was laid off during the summer with an unbeaten career ex- 
tending through 10 races and the reputation as one of the 
best colts since Eclipse. He returned to the races that fall 
and lost two starts. He did not start at 5, but at 6 in 1783, 
was put back on the courses in very poor form and won only 
one race in six starts.

He was retired with 11 victories in 19 starts and made his 
first season in 1785 at five gs. His first foal to race, Grey 
Diomed, proved to be of the first rank and his fee was raised 
to 10 gs. in 1788. His foals thereafter fell in disrepute, being 
dubbed “restiff and obstinate’, and in 1798 he commanded 
a fee of only two gs. and that but seldom. Sir Charles deemed 
it expedient to set the aging stallion adrift and consequently 
sold him to Col. John Hoomes of Bowling Green, Va., for a 
paltry $250. 


*Diomed averaged only five foals per season during his 14 
years in England, and although considered a dismal failure, 
sired the great mare Young Giantress through which his 
blood was disseminated throughout the entire blood-horse 
structure so that his name occurs in the pedigree of every 
modern Thoroughbred. Young Giantress produced Eleanor, 
winner of the Derby and Oaks and ancestress of the great 
mare Pocahontas; Julia, dam of Derby winner Phantom; 
Gressida, dam of Derby winner *Priam; and an unnamed filly 
which proved to be the ancestress of American Eclipse and 
Domino. Upon his arrival in Virginia, *Diomed was imme- 
diately put to stud and late that year was resold to Goode and 
—— for $1,500, six times the amount Col. Hoomes paid 
or him. 


A list of *Diomed’s outstanding get would be far too lengthy 
to include here, but mention must be made of Truxton, Ball’s 
Florizeil, Potomac, Sir Archy, and the great mare Maria, the 
latter sired at the age of 30. 


“<Diomed,” said Mr. William Woodward, former chairman of 
the American Jockey Club, “is the horse above all others that 
we Americans should respect — one might say worship.”

The last time we had received notice 
of foals at Mr. Riggs’ place was in 1953. 
when he reported 5 foals and appended 
news of, a cyclone which had missed his 
farm by less than a half-mile. That year 
all of the foals were by Wayland, and 
each foal represented an uncommon 
degree of inbreeding. One was a colt 
out of Imperial Molly, the sire’s paternal 
granddam. Another colt was out of Little 
Belle. a mare by Wayland’s sire, Port 
Huron. A third colt was out of Molly’s 
Baby. dam of Little Belle and daughter 
of Imperial Molly. A fourth was out of 
Shirley’s Baby. half-sister to Wayland. 
The one filly was out of Marysville. thus 
a sister to this year’s foal from a brother- 
sister mating. 


The Lonely Gelding 


Soon after Tremor captured the Su- 
wannee River Handicap at Gulfstream 
Park (see Stakes and Horses), Joe B. 
Hickey Jr... our correspondent in Mary- 
land. mailed the office clippings from the 
Balitimore Sun in which racing editor 
William Boniface had written about Prince 
Simon, sire of Tremor. Prince Simon, of 
course. is the only Thoroughbred left on 
the late William Woodward’s Belair Stud. 

In the first of 2 stories Boniface quoted 
Belair Stud manager Bill Dawson: “He 
was not a complete failure at stud. He 
was somewhat impotent, however. and Mr. 
Woodward decided to dispense with his 
services. He was shipped to Belair last 
fall. and I had him gelded. . .. Mr. Wood- 
ward flew in here the Tuesday before he 
was killed and talked about giving Prince 
Simon away, but the subject changed 
before he said to whom he had given the 
horse. [’m waiting for the New York 
office to let me know what to do with him.” 

Four days later Boniface had an add 
to his first story. “The receiver of the 
gift—whether man, woman. or child——has 
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failed to appear. However, in the last 
three days. hundreds of horse lovers have 
offered to replace the intended owner... . 
Charlie Thomas, caretaker of Belair 
stables for 30 years, reveals that Prince 
Simon has received more visitors in one 
‘day than any other horse ever to be 
stabled there.” 

Among those who offered to give Prince 
Simon a home were John D. Schapiro, 
president of Laurel, who thought the horse 
“perhaps could lead the fields to the post 
for the Washington, D. C., International.” 


Golden Anniversary 


Newspapers called to our attention last 
week that the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission was 50 years old on Friday, March 
23. On that date in 1906, the Kentucky 
legislature had authorized creation of a 5- 
man body to regulate racing in the state. 

We did a little digging, found that Gov. 
J. C. W. Beckham on April 18, 1906, 
appointed the following commissioners: 
Col. John Pendleton Chinn, Col. Ezekiel 
Fielder Clay. Col. Milton Young, Charles 
Fuller Grainer, and Louis des Cognets. 
Arthur B. Rouse. who later became a 
member of Congress, was appointed secre- 
tary. 

Colonel Chinn was chairman of the com. 
mission. and Colonel Clay was vice chair- 
man.

THE WEEK’S RACING 


MARYLAND 
Joe and the Head Man 


Battimore. Hirsch Jacobs, never one 
to allow man, beast, or equipment to be 
idle for long. brought Joe Jones and Man 
of Destiny to the paddock for the $25,000- 
added Bowie Handicap in a pair of hand- 
ed-down coolers. Joe Jones paraded be- 
fore the gallery under the same cooler 
his daddy had worn to the saddling en- 
closure for the 1945 Pimlico Special. Sty- 
mie’s old. color-fast garment didn’t have 
as much as a moth hole to show for its 11 
years. Man of Destiny’s cooler was of a 
later vintage; it had been presented to 
Jacobs in recognition of Palestinian’s vic- 
tory in the 1951 Golden Gate Handicap. 

Like the coolers, the 2 Jacobs runners 
wear well for their mileage. They seem 
to improve with age. A year ago Hirsch 
had called on the same pair to represent 
his wife in the Bowie Handicap. Joe 
Jones won that renewal and his stablemate 
was sixth. This season, Joe moved up 4 
pounds to gain his second consecutive suc- 
cess in Bowie’s oldest stakes. The 5-year- 
old Man of Destiny picked up 2 pounds 
and advanced a notch in the order of finish 
—but he didn’t run back to his race in 
Hialeah Park’s McLennan Handicap, in 
which he was fourth, beaten only a neck 
by Switch On. 

Until such time as Nashua and Swaps 
arrive on the scene. Bowie customers are 
having fun watching the running feud be- 
tween Joe Jones and G. S. Colella’s 
Switch On. In the 7-furlong Southern 
Maryland Handicap a week earlier, Joe 
Jones. carrying 116. got 10 pounds from 
top-weighted Switch On and gave him a 
3°4-length beating. After that skirmish 
racing secretary and handicapper John P. 
Turner Jr. juggled his figures and brack- 
eted both geldings at 124 pounds for the 
1,',-mile Bowie. 

The favorite players. still smarting from 
Switch On’s Southern Maryland defeat. 
studied the weight shift for the Bowie and 
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went right back to Colella’s 5-year-old. 
sending him off at 17-to-10. Again they 
guessed wrong. The Jacobs entry was the 
next most popular choice in the wagering 
at 2-to-l. Prices on the 7 others ranged 
from 5.90-to-1 on Midafternoon to 101-to-1 
on *Bamaco, a French-bred 4-year-old 
Goyama colt making his first’ start in 
this country. 

The Bowie was the most heavily bet race 
of the meeting to date, $244,841 in tickets 
being sold on the event. During the 8- 
race program the crowd of 19,976 risked 
$1.538.252, which was pretty good, con- 
sidering that only about 1 out of 5 favor- 
ites is performing to expectations these 
days in Maryland. 


Objective: The Campbell 


After breaking in the middle of the 
pack. Man of Destiny was hustled forward 
to cut out the early pace. The lightly 
weighted Alternative gave chase until Joe 
Jones posted the relief after a half-mile. 
Into the far turn the entry was in full 
command, with Joe Jones begging for 
more. DeSpirito obliged him. loosening a 
wrap and springing the Jacobs mainstay 
into a comfortable lead. From then on 
the swarthy little Italian rider had only to 
contain his mount’s enthusiasm. 

With Joe Jones drawing out to a facile 
victory, jockey Glassner abruptly reined 
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VEITCH 
2 Derby candidates. 


Alternative to the rail and took an azimuth 
on Switch On. From the eighth-pole 
homeward it was a nod-for-nod, stride-for- 
stride battle for second money, with the 
favorite just managing to get up for the 
$5.000 check. Alternative was not pressed 
to hold third place from the plodding 
Ann’s Love. 

Joe Jones was being throttled down at 
the wire. it not being prudent to have him 
show off with weight-giver Turner looking 


on. Fact is. the track is crawling with 
racing secretaries. addition to the 


Turners (father and son). J. Fred Colwill, 
Ty Shea, and Henry J. Carroll, are em- 
ployed in one capacity or another at the 
track in the pines. 

Joe Jones’ margin of victory was 2 
lengths. He did the distance in 1:45 on 
a fast track. Coming off the moderate 
pace — half in :4845. 6 furlongs in 1:12 
—his bold rush was impressive. 

If all goes well. Joe Jones will be seen 
next in the John B. Campbell Memorial 
Handicap on April 7. He’s getting to be 
a Campbell fixture. The 6-year-old. bred 
while his sire still was in training. set a 
new track record in the Campbell inaug- 
ural, and was fourth to Social Outcast, 
Fisherman, and Helioscope in the spark- 
ling first renewal last year. 

The Bowie Handicap was Joe Jones’ 
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At the finish of the Florida Derby the favored Needles was 34-length in front of Count Chic. Pintor Lea (2) finished third, 


and Golf Ace (6) was fourth, a half-length behind the third horse. Needles ran the 14% miles in 1:48435, a new track record. 


fifth stakes win at the southern Maryland 
track. It was worth $19.500 to Mrs. Ethel 
D. Jacobs, in whose salmon pink and 
green colors the Stymie—Moon Maiden 
gelding performs. 


The Head Man 


After the feature was run. several of 
us sprinted to the publicity office in the 
administration building for the telecast of 
the Florida Derby. We had to settle for 
the radio description. Joining us for the 
broadcast was Syl Veitch. who had more 
than a casual interest in the running. The 
C. V. Whitney trainer was a new arrival 
at Bowie from a winter’s work at Camden. 

Before Needles had been pulled up at 
Gulfstream Park, the conversation turned 
to Career Boy. which may prove the Flor- 
ida Derby winner’s stoutest rival for 3- 
year-old honors. Veitch was pleased with 
the progress both Career Boy and Head 
Man had made during the winter. He re- 
ported Career Boy had developed more 
than his stablemate, growing 214 inches 
and putting on 100 pounds while rusticat- 
ing in the Carolina pines. The Phalanx 
colt, which topped the Experimental 
Handicap at 126 pounds, had been breezed 
a couple of slow miles and had had several 
good 6-furlong works before leaving for 
New York. 

The 5-horse string Veitch shipped to 
Bowie was made up of Fisherman, Brown 
Hackle, and the 3-year-olds Head Man, 
Jazz Age, and Born Mighty. Fisherman 
is pointing for the Campbell, in) which 
he was beaten a nose by Social Outcast 
while making his 1955 debut. The little. 
game horse, now 5. apparently is fully re- 
covered after cracking his right fore shin 
bone in the Dixie Handicap last May. ~ 
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Head Man. Jazz Age. and Born Mighty 
are intended for the Governor’s Gold Cup 
here on April 14. Veitch said that. while 
Career Boy grew more during the winter. 
Head Man had accomplished the greater 
part of his development while actively cam- 
paigning last year. Even so, his trainer 
estimates the Eight Thirty roan to be an 
inch and a half taller and 60 pounds 
heavier than he was last fall. Veitch par- 
ticularly is pleased with the way Head 
Man has matured while outgrowing the 
limber, ungainly manner characteristic of 
him last season. 

“He’s a 10 per cent colt,” Veitch said. 

“Aren't they all?” someone said. 

Grinning, Veitch replied, “If he should 
improve that much over last year, look 
out.” 

Two days later, on Monday, March 26. 
Veitch proved how right he had_ been. 
Head Man and Born Mighty finished 1 - 2 
in a 6-furlong allowance race. Head Man 
snatched the pace. coasted to a 5-length 
lead in 2 furlongs, and won under re- 
straint by 4 lengths in 1:11. 


Trainer Suspended 


Bowie stewards last week announced 
the indefinite suspension of trainer James 
McGee after a urinalysis for Morning 
After, which he trained for Roslyn Farm. 
tested positively. Chemists said they de- 
tected a drug “the nature of caffeine.” 
The 3-year-old had won a 7-furlong allow- 
ance race at Bowie on Friday. March 16. 
paying $6.40. 

McGee later reported to TRPB officials 
that Morning After’s halter had been mys- 
teriously removed from the horse some- 
time during the night before his race. Un- 
able to account for the disappearance of 


the halter, McGee hired a night watch- 
man the next morning. 

Morning After had been stabled at 
Laurel and vanned to Bowie to remain 
in the receiving barn for several hours 
before being taken to the paddock. Mary- 
land Racing Commission rules hold a 
trainer solely responsible for all horses 
in his care. 

The stewards referred the case to the 
Maryland Racing Commission, and or- 
dered a redistribution of the purse. Wat- 
son Elliott, owner of the second-place 
finisher, Evelyn Miss. was awarded first 
money of $2,600. 

Oddly enough, the Watson filly is a 
daughter of British Buddy. which brought 
about McGee’s only other suspension in 
1945. After British Buddy had won the 
Maryland Sprint Handicap at Laurel that 
year, his saliva test showed the presence 
of a caffeine-type drug. The Morris Wex- 
ler-owned horse was disqualified. 
McGee was suspended.

FLORIDA 
The Deliberate Style 


The Florida Derby was Needles’ first 
start since his victory in Hialeah Park's 
colorful Flamingo Stakes on February 25. 
Trainer Hugh Fontaine brought the colt 
up to the Derby with workouts of 6 fur- 
longs (1:1315. breezing) on March 13. 
9 furlongs (1:56%5. breezing) on March 
17. and 5 furlongs (1:03. breezing) on 
March 21. 

After the Derby. in which his colt set a 
new track record of 1:4885 for the 9 fur- 
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longs. Fontaine said there wouldn't be any 
more racing for the son of Ponder until 
the Kentucky Derby on May 5. 

“He’s not a good shipper.” Fontaine 
said. “We plan to rest him here a couple 
of weeks. and then ship him right to 
Churchill Downs. A few workouts will 
be all he'll need.” 

The slow, deliberate type of campaign 
is in the same style which Fontaine follow- 
ed last year. At 2 Needles ran 10 races 
from March 29 at Gulfstream Park to 
October 29 at Garden State Park. Except 
for a 7-day interval between his first and 
second starts, there never was less than 
14 days between races. His longest lay- 
off last year was between victories on 
April 20 at Gulfstream and June 22 at 
Monmouth Park. 

Still enjoying a 5-pound gift by virtue 
of the fact that he was foaled in Florida, 
Needles was made a 17-10 favorite by the 
Gulfstream Park bettors. and there were 
8.341 fewer of them than had shown up 
to see Nashua perform the previous week. 
He gave his supporters a few anxious 
moments while he dawdled along far back 
of the pace for the early running. and it 
wasn’t until the stretch turn was approach- 
ed that he set out for the leaders. He got 
to Count Chic in the last sixteenth, and 
went under the wire with a three-quarter- 
length margin. His style was reminiscent 
of his sire’s, which also enjoyed coming 
from far behind. 

After the race jockey Dave Erb told the 
Louisville Courier-Journal’s Jerry Me- 
Nerney: “I know they say he’s a sulker, 
but it’s just that Needles gets set on what 
he wants to do. and he wants to do it his 
way. ... That doesn’t mean that he quite 
rates himself. He kinda gradually makes 
his move. If I think it’s too early. I hold 
him a little. If it’s the right time. I let 
him go.” 


None of the colts which finished behind 
Needles appeared to have much excuse. 
and no one tried to invent any. With the 
exception of the California colt, Count 
Chic, there was little for the other owners 
to cheer about. Count Chie had moved 
boldly on the far turn. and jockey Willie 
Boland later said, “When I got the lead 
in the stretch, I thought I was going to win 
it.” 

By Count Speed out of an unplaced 
Chicuelo mare, Count Chic was claimed 
last year for $6.500 by Dino A. Lozzi 
(page 767), a Seattle restaurant owner. 
He had been off and on at the recent Santa 
Anita Park meeting. where his victory in 
the San Miguel Stakes and his good second 
in the San Felipe Handicap had marked 
him as one with promise. On the basis 
of his race in the Florida Derby. nearly 
everyone was willing to admit he seemed 
to be the second-best 3-year-old in Florida 
right now. He. too. has a schedule which 
calls for the Kentucky Derby; but. unlike 
Needles, he undoubtedly will race in 
Kentucky before the big spring classic. 

Should Needles win the Kentucky Derby 
he would be the second winner whose sire 
and paternal grandsire also had won the 
Derby. Ponder’s Derby was in 1949, and 
Pensive won in 1944, The only other such 
line is Reigh Count (1928). Count Fleet 
(1943). and Count Turf (1951). 

One other parallel: Needles was one of 
5 foals in the first crop by Ponder, and 
Ponder was one of 6 foals in the first crop 
of Pensive. Needles is the second foal 
of his dam, Noodle Soup, and Ponder was 
the first foal of Miss Rushin. 

Calumet Farm, however, had expected a 
little more of Ponder than Jack Dudley 
and Bonnie Heath are asking of Needles. 
Although lightly campaigned at 2, Ponder 
ran 8 races the next vear before the Ken- 
tucky Derby. 


Tremor (3) took the lead at the head of the stretch in the Suwannee River 
Handicap at Gulfstream Park on March 21, then held off the late challenge 


of Flower Bowl to win by a _ half-length. 
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Queen Hopeful finished third. 


New Money for Stakes 


James Donn, whose Gulfstream Park is 
enjoying its most successful meeting, this 
week announced an increase in value for 
2 features to be run late in the season. 
The $10,000 Biscayne Bay Handicap, an 
overnight contest originally scheduled for 
April 11, has been changed to the $25,000- 
added Biscayne Bay Stakes, and will be 
run on April 7. The Biscayne Bay, for 
3-year-olds. is expected to attract most 
of the prominent members of the division 
still in Florida — Count Chic, Like Magic, 
Golf Ace, Pintor Lea, Black Emperor, 
and Skeptical Kid. 

The $10,000 Broward Handicap, an over- 
night for 3-year-olds and upward, sched- 
uled for April 14, has been changed to a 
$25,000-added race. This one may draw 
Swaps. which probably will remain at 
Gulfstream until late April, when the Rex 
Ellsworth stable will go to Churchill 
Downs. Other possible starters for the 
Broward are Mielleux, Nance’s Lad, Two 
Fisted. and Wise Margin. 

The Biscayne Bay will be run at 17% 
miles. the Broward at 1 mile and 70 yards. 

Donn said, “Our meeting has been so 
sensationally successful that we are shar- 
ing this prosperity both among those pa- 
tronizing our overnight events and those 
with handicap horses. Gulfstream Park is 
continuing to keep pace with the times, 
and will increase any purse that will pro- 
vide better racing for our patrons.” 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
The Aiken Trials 


Aiken. F. Ambrose Clark received his 
third City of Aiken Cup in as many years 
when his 3-year-old bay colt Vespucci 
stepped to a 34-length victory over Mrs. 
W. Thorn Kissel’s Smart Admiral in the 
feature race of the 14th Aiken Trials on 
March 21. 

Clark’s horses, trained by Francis Bell- 
house, dominated the program, winning 3 
of the 7 races before a gathering of 4,000, 
who enjoyed the first clear day Aiken has 
had for its annual racing program in 3 
years. 

Vespucci’s victory was over a_ strong 
field that included Countermand. Brandy- 
wine Stable’s stakes-winning Greek Song 
colt. Countermand ran fifth, 614 lengths 
behind the winner, but that’s just about 
what trainer V. W. (Buddy) Raines fig- 
ured he would do in the 4-furlong sprint. 
“Countermand’s in fine shape but I want- 
ed to stir him up a bit mentally.” Raines 
said, 

Vespucci ran in front all the way. The 
bay son of Discovery—Stellar Role. a 
brother to Find, opened up a 3-length lead 
at the turn, where Countermand was run- 
ning a distant last in the 6-horse field. 


Smart Admiral closed the gap in the 
stretch, where he had to beat off a chal- 
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lenge by Greentree Stable’s Hill Prince 
colt Riley to gain second by a head. 


Clark’s other winners were The Kite, a 
chestnut colt by Polynesian—Skimmer. 
and Aceful. an 8-year-old Case Ace geld- 
ing which won the final event. a race for 
steeplechasers on the flat. Aceful, which 
Bellhouse now is trying to make into a 
jumper. won the Aiken Cup for Clark in 
1954 and 1955. 


I. J. Collins. whose stable is trained by 
Thurston Colglazier, had 2 winners: 
Herb’s Miss and Play Tiger. 

Other victories went to Walter S. Horne 
and Brandywine Stable. Better Be Gay. 
Horne’s 2-year-old Better Self—Bell Song 
colt, closed very strong after a poor start 
to win the quarter-mile third race. Bran- 
dywine’s colors were carried into the win- 
ner’s circle by Dead End, victor by 6 
lengths in a 4-furlong race for maiden 
3-year-old fillies. 

Greentree. Aiken’s biggest stable. failed 
to win a race. Trainer John Gaver 
watched his horses finish second in each 
of the first 3 races, and each time the 
margin was only a head. 

Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin managed the 
Trials as chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. William Post headed the Trials 
Committee. and the placing judges were 
J. C. Brady, David Dows. and E. Barry 
Ryan. Maurice Kuykendall was the start- 
er.

NEW YORK 
GNYA Protests Fare Increase 


B. A. Tompkins. administrative presi- 
dent of the Greater New York Association, 
last week protested a proposed increase in 
railroad fares from New York City to the 
metropolitan tracks on Long Island. 
Thomas L. Goodfellow. president of the 
Long Island Rail Road. had said he 
planned to ask the New York Public 
Service Commission for permission to in- 
crease the one-way fare from New York to 
Jamaica and Belmont Park from 75 cents 
to $1. 

In a letter to Goodfellow, Tompkins 
said. “It is difficult for me to understand 
why our patrons are singled out for what 
appears to me to be a discriminatory fare 
increase. There must be some explanation 
for this action. and since my only informa- 
tion is drawn from newspaper accounts. 
may I request that you furnish us with an 
explanation for your desire to raise the 
fares of one group of your patrons, and 
that group only.

“[ note in some of the stories that you 
freely admit the probability of a 10 per 
cent drop in the number of persons riding 
the race trains. This would seem to be a 
reasonable expectation when our patrons 
are confronted with a 33 per cent fare 
increase.” 

Last year 1.716.677 passengers traveled 
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on the Long Island trains to Jamaica. 
Aqueduct. and Belmont Park. This year 
a new subway has been constructed to 
Aqueduct, but all of the spring and sum- 
mer racing will be at Jamaica and Bel- 
mont Park. 


Strike Three 


The New York Court of Appeals has 
ruled that the New York State Racing 
Commission was within its rights in refus- 
ing to grant an owner's license to Jules 
Fink. who has been trying for one since 
1949. 

Fink’s original application was rejected 
by The Jockey Club. Fink appealed the 
case to the Court of Appeals, which in 
1951 ruled that The Jockey Club did not 
have the power to grant licenses. The 
legislature then revised the state’s racing 
law to give licensing powers to the racing 
commission. 

Fink then applied to the commission 
for a license, but was turned down  be- 
cause of information collected by The 
Jockey Club in its investigation of his 
original application. The Jockey Club 
had said Fink was a bad risk for an 
owner's license because of his close con- 
tact with bookmakers. 

Again Fink took his case to court. claim- 
ing that the commission could not legally 
base its decision upon information collect- 
ed by The Jockey Club. He also protest- 
ed that the commission had not granted 
him a hearing and had not made_ public 
any charges against him. Fink’s claim 
was upheld by lower New York courts. 
but the commission carried the case to the 
Court of Appeals. 

The majority opinion of the court. 
written by Judge Adrian P. Burke. said 
the racing commission had a right to use 
information collected by The Jockey Club. 
although the organization did not have the 
constitutional powers to license. 

The court said. “In arriving at a 
determination whether to grant a license. 
the commission may seek and rely upon 
any facts that exist, regardless of their 
source so long as they are reliable and 
trustworthy. The test of judicial review is 
to determine whether -the action of the 
commission was arbitrary or capricious. 
While the absence of a statement of find- 
ings by the commission when it denied 
the license might hamper the presentation 
of a case for judicial review. the evidence 
is more than. sufficient to support the 
action taken by the commission.”

Trainer Gains Verdict 


Trainer John T. Engle. who had accused 
Santa Anita and Hollywood Parks of 
conspiracy in preventing him from practic- 
ing his profession by refusing to grant him 
stall space. on March 27 was awarded 
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The Dino Lozzis’ Biggest Claim 


SEATTLE. Through courtesy of the 
cathode-ray tube. Mr. and Mrs. Dino Lozzi 
watched the running of the Florida Derby. 
They were 2.734 air miles away from 
Miami. in Seattle. Wash. Their television 
set went fuzzy during the stretch run, and 
it was not until the race was over that they 
learned beyond a doubt that Count Chic 
had finished second to the Florida champ- 
ion. Needles. 

Dino owns Count Chic, which he claim- 
ed at Bay Meadows last fall for $6,500. 
Four days later he ran the Count back for 
$8.500. “If anybody wants him, [Il make 
a quick profit.” he reasoned. The colt 
was a long-shot winner, at $51.60 for $2. 
No one entered a claim, and. quite natural- 
ly. he hasn’t run for a halter tag since. 

Dino took the Florida Derby in stride. 
Mrs. Lozzi. however. admitted she “broke 
out all over” during the televised broad- 
cast. 

After the race the Lozzis went calmly 
back to their business of running the Casa 
Nova restaurant on Airport Way in Seattle, 
not far from the Boeing Aircraft Company, 
site of the old Meadows race track. Dino 
donned his white apron and tended bar 
and table. Mrs. Lozzi repaired to the 
kitchen. where she personally prepared the 
meals. featuring spaghetti and ravioli. 

The Lozzis close their modest restaurant 
when they take a vacation. They locked 
up for 2 weeks when they went to Santa 
Anita Park. where they saw Count Chic 
finish fifth in the Santa Anita Derby. They 
wanted to go to Florida, too, but decided 
it was best to tend to their business. 

Count Chic now is projected into prom- 
inence as a Kentucky Derby threat. and 
you can be assured that the lock will be 
on the door at the Casa Nova the first 
week in May. The Lozzis are going to 
Louisville. 

Dino Lozzi never saw a horse race until 
1947. when he visited nearby Longacres. 
In 1949 he bought his first horse. Black 
Enigma. for $550. In 2 years of campaign- 
ing. Black Enigma earned exactly $10 at 
Portland Meadows. 


After having very ordinary luck with 
several other “cheap purchases.” he decid- 
ed to confine his racing activities to horses 
acquired through the claiming route. In 
1953 he won the Longacres Derby with 
Moby Dick. 

Count Chic won the first race of his 
career at Longacres on July 2, when he 
was running for Mr. and Mrs. Roy Swen- 
son, Oregon owners. Dino and his train- 
er. Lloyd Lawson, of Renton, Wash., were 
impressed by the colt’s efforts at Long- 
acres, particularly when he finished a fast- 
closing second in the George Drumheller 
Memorial Handicap. However, there were 
several other horses in that Bay Meadows 
race of September 27 which Lozzi and 
Lawson liked equally as well as Count 
Chic. They finally decided to put the 
claiming slip in for the Count, a decision 
which has turned out to be the most 
important step in the racing careers of 
both men. 


They had about decided to ship to Tan- 
foran from Santa Anita, but a jockey 
changed their mind. Bill Boland, regular 
rider for Count Chic at Santa Anita, was 
impressed by the colt, and the Corpus 
Christi, Texas. booter is not unacquainted 
with good horses. He convinced Lozzi and 
Lawson that they'd never regret going to 
Florida as a step toward the “triple 
crown.” That $25,000 second money in 
the Florida Derby was enough in itself 
to dispel any regrets. 


Count Chic is a California-bred and 
the Golden State has a solid stake in the 
brown colt. But so does the State of 
Washington. At present there is church 
opposition to a proposal from the Wash- 
ington breeders that Longacres be granted 
6 extra days to provide added opportunities 
for an industry which has shown remark- 
able expansion in recent years (see Wash- 
ington, below). A horse like Count Chic, 
owned by a Seattle citizen of modest 
means, could be an effective force for 
the good of racing in the state.

damages totaling $95.500. The suit was 
decided by a jury in the court of Superior 
Judge Samuel R. Blake. 

The jury ruled that, Hollywood should 
pay Engle compensatory damages of $40.- 
000 and punitive damages of $20.000. and 
that Santa Anita should pay compensatory 
damages of $10,500 and punitive damages 
of $25.000. Engle had asked for a total 
of $128.250. 

Defense attorneys immediately filed 
motions to set aside the verdict, and Judge 
Blake set April 2 as the date of hearing. 


The award by the jury will not be final 
until Judge Blake certifies the decision. 
Background: 

In June. 1948, the California Horse 
Racing Board suspended Engle for one 
year because 2 of the horses he was train- 
ing for Robert S. Howard at Hollywood 
Park were shown to have been stimulated. 
Several months later a groom, Robert 
Brennan, admitted stimulating the horses, 
and the board restored Engle’s license 
early in 1949. After his reinstatement 
Engle trained a stable at Tanforan, Bay 
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Meadows, Golden Gate Fields, and Del 
Mar—but he never has been allowed stalls 
at Hollywood Park or Santa Anita Park. 


Deserted 
The Desert Turf Club, which earlier 


this year had been granted dates for a 
Quarter Horse meeting at Palm Springs. 
Calif., last week told the California Horse 
Racing Board that it would be unable 
to conduct its scheduled meeting. 

The board of supervisors of Riverside 
County, in which the Desert Turf Club 
had planned to build its track. refused to 
grant a zoning permit for the track. The 
turf club. however, thought it would be 
able to get a zoning permit sometime this 
year and that a track would be built in 
time to conduct a 1957 meeting. 


WASHINGTON 
Open to More Days 


The Washington Horse Racing Commis- 
sion last week granted a 54-day meeting 
to Longacres race track, near Seattle, and 
said it would consider a request for 6 
additional days. 

Longacres requested 54 days, the same 
number it had last year. The track pro- 
posed opening on June 22 and closing on 
September 3. The Washington Horse 
Breeders’ Association then asked the com- 
mission to authorize 6 days of racing be- 
fore the June 22 opening to extend the 
season to 60 days. Humphrey Roberts. of 
the association, said the number of own- 
ers in Washington had increased greatly 


in the last few years, but that there had 
been no corresponding increase in racing 
days. Others who testified in favor of a 
longer season were the mayor and presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of Ren- 
ton, the small town in which Longacres is 
located. 

Joseph Gottstein, Longacres president. 
said the track would be glad to offer 6 
additional days if the commission 
approved. 

The commission endorsed a plan offered 
by Webb Everett. Longacres racing secre- 
tary. to hold programs on Tuesday. Wed- 
nesday. Friday. Saturday. and Sunday of 
each week. Previously the track had raced 
Wednesday through Sunday. Everett said 
the change would provide larger fields 
and would give horsemen more racing 
opportunities. since horses could race twice 
within one week if an owner desired.

Association Plans Meeting 


The Rocky Mountain Quarter Racing 
Association. formed in February (7 he 
Blood-Horse of March 3. page 536). last 
week announced plans for a 25-day Quar- 
ter Horse meeting. May 24 through June 
21. at Centennial Park, near Denver. All 
racing will be at night. the first time that 
night racing has been offered in Colorado. 

For the last 5 years Centennial has of- 
fered one or 2 Quarter Horse races daily 
during its 55-day summer meeting. All 
of the Quarter Horse stakes previously 
run during the regular Centennial meeting 
will be transferred to the new association.

OBITUARY 


William H. Cane 


William H. Cane, 81, promoter of the 
Hambletonian Stakes and other harness 
classics. died in Miami on March 27. He 
had been at the St. Francis Hospital since 
March 13 for treatment of a heart and 
liver condition. 

A native of Jersey City. Mr. Cane began 
working with horses at the age of 16 as 
an amateur harness driver. He retained 
his interest in trotting for the rest of his 
life. but he did not make it a full-time 
business until after he retired from his 
New Jersey construction business in 1925, 

In 1928. Mr. Cane opened Good Time 
Park at Goshen, N. Y. In 1930 he moved 
the Hambletonian. a race for 3-year-old 
trotters. from Lexington to Goshen. The 
Hambletonian was a minor stakes then. 
but under Cane’s direction it soon became 
the country’s top trotting race. It has 
been held at Goshen each year since 1930. 
except for 1943. when it was held in 
Yonkers, N. Y.. because of gas rationing. 

Mr. Cane raced a small, select stable of 
trotters under the name of Good Time 
Stable. His best pacer was Good Time, 
which was voted “harness horse of the 
year” in both 1949 and 1952. Good Time 
earned $318.792. a new money record for 
a harness horse. 

Mr. Cane helped organize the National 
Association of State Racing Commission- 
ers, which he later served as vice presi- 
dent. For several years in the late 1930's 
and early 1940’s he was a member of the 
New Jersey State Racing Commission, and 
he was one among those who labored for 
the return of Thoroughbred, racing to New 
Jersey in 1942. He also raced a small 
stable of Thoroughbreds. 

In recent years Mr. Cane had expanded 
his trotting interests. Since 1950 he had 
served as president of Yonkers Raceway 
(formerly Empire City race track), and 
for the last 7 years he had been chairman 
of the board of Fairgrounds Speedway in 
Louisville. 

His first wife. Lillian Cooper Cane. died 
in 1945, and in 1952 he married Virginia 
F. Woerner, who was with him in Miami 
when he died.

The California Handicap was the third meeting 
in 18 days of Colonel Mack and Cyclotron. In the 
Christopher J. Fitzgerald Handicap at Santa Anita 
on February 29 Colonel Mack won, Cyclotron was 
second. In the Santa Barbara Handicap on March 
7 Colonel Mack finished second, Cyclotron third. 
The Tanforan bettors believed Colonel Mack could 
do it again, sent h'm off as a 17-10 favorite. 
Cyclotron was second choice at 34-10. Odds on 
the other 5 starters ranged from 5-1 to 18-1. 

Colonel Mack maintained a 1%-length margin 
for the first 4 furlongs.

Ponder Registration Changes 


A new system of foal registration was 
discussed by a representative group. of 
horsemen and officials of The Jockey Club 
who met Lexington on Sunday. 
March 25. 

Representing The Jockey Club. under 
whose auspices the meeting was held. were 
Marshali Cassidy. executive secretary: 
Calvin Rainey. recently appointed assistant 
secretary: and Mrs. Lillian Brennan. reg- 
istrar. Sitting in for the horsemen were 
A. B. Hancock Jr.. John A. Bell IIL. Ira 
Drymon. Charles Nuckols. Clarkson Beard, 
L. L. Haggin II. Dr. Charles E. Hagyard. 
Ralph Kercheval. Ivor Balding. L. P. 
Doherty. Duval Headley, Wathen Knebel- 
kamp. Charles A. Asbury. and Alex 
Bower. The meeting was held in the 
Phoenix Hotel club rooms of the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America. 


Cassidy. chairman of the meeting. ex- 
plained that the goal was to devise a 
practical foal registration system which 
would offer the least trouble for breeders 
and provide the most positive identification 
of young Thoroughbreds for the official 
records. He outlined a proposed plan for 
sending an identification crew into Ken- 
tucky this spring to work with breeders 
on foal registrations. The crew probably 
would be equipped with cameras for 
photographing night eyes and other iden- 
tifying characteristics of foals. The pos- 
sibility of applying tattoo marks to the 
foals also will be explored. Under con- 
sideration are lip tattoos and tattoos on 
the hairless underside of the base of the 
tail. 

“We would like to begin with the cur- 
rent crop of foals and follow up on them 
with periodic identification checks later 
on to determine the changes that occur in 
Thoroughbreds as they mature.” Cassidy 
said. “We want to carry accuracy in iden- 
tification to a sensible degree. yet not be 
picayunish about minor details and cause 
the breeders a lot of unnecessary trouble. 
We want to take advantage of the concen- 
tration of horses in central Kentucky. and. 
with the co-operation of breeders. use this 
area as a proving ground for techniques 
that later can be used all over the nation.” 

Cassidy disclosed that more than 10,000 
photographs had been made of night eyes 
of older horses to determine the possibil- 
ity of using the callosities as links in the 
chain of identification. He stated that no 
duplications had been found though the 
photos had been painstakingly compared. 
A means has been devised of identifying a 
horse from a single night eye. though in 
most cases more than one night eye is 
photographed on an animal. 

The Jockey Club secretary said he prob- 
ably would want to meet with the group

Box Score on Condition Books 


American breeders occasionally express 
amazement over the predominance of im- 
ported horses in the list of leading sires. 
Why is it. they ask, that the best Ameri- 
can race horses. which appear to be about 
as good as any in the world, so frequently 
are overshadowed, when they go to the 
stud. by horses of lesser class imported 
from Europe? 

A major part of the answer lies in the 
tebulation given above. showing the dis- 
tribution, in various categories of class. 
age. and distance. of races at 14 U. S. 
meetings in recent months. The condition 
books which set the standards for Ameri- 
can racing. and eventually for American 
breeding. are paralleled nowhere else in 
the world. The Thoroughbred is one of 
the few products which American mass- 
production methods have failed either to 
improve or cheapen. 

In most of the other important racing 
countries of the world the principal race 
courses are controlled, directly or indirect- 
ly. by persons cognizant of the continuity 
between racing and breeding, and the con- 
ditions of races are established with delib- 
erate intent to provide a basis for selection 
of breeding stock. It is recognized that, 
in general, the average distance capacity, 
as well as the average class, of the progeny 
will tend to be less than the distance 


capacity and class of the parents. This 
regressive tendency can be counteracted 
only by providing some high-class races 
at distances beyond the established opti- 
mum for a given country. It is also recog- 
nized in other countries that claiming and 
selling races were not devised for im- 
provement of the breed. 

In the U. S., where 8 races a day for 
weeks on end is the rule rather than the 
exception, and where track management 
is free of any concern for maintaining the 
standards of the breed, the condition book 
is geared to the totalizator. The Thor- 
oughbred is incidental. How far American 
racing has been driven by the pressure of 
long meetings and the tote pools is indi- 
cated by the tabulation below (prepared 
by Art Baumohl, of The Blood-Horse 
staff). and by its subjoined totals. 

The tabulation gives the total number 
of races at each of the several meetings. 
and then reports, in terms of percentage. 
the proportion of races in each of several 
categories, 


Claiming vs. Class 


The first section of the table shows that. 
even at the “good” tracks, 2 out of every 3 
races are under claiming conditions. and 
only about one race in 4 is non-claiming 
and open to winners. Of the 14 tracks 


listed, Belmont Park, Keeneland. and 
Santa Anita Park had the lowest percent- 
age of claiming races. These were the 
only tracks which devoted less than half 
their program to selling platers. Three 
tracks dispensed 4 out of every 5 purses 
to horses racing under claiming conditions. 

The proportion of claiming races varies 
inversely with the over-all “class” of the 
meeting. Non-claiming races. including 
maiden races, tend to increase with the 
class of the meeting. 


Racing secretary Fred Burton ordinarily 
has no large supply of good-class horses 
at the Keeneland meetings in October. 
but last fall he brought off a rather re- 
markable feat when he ran 42.5 per cent 
of the races under overnight conditions 
without restricting them to maidens or 
making the runners eligible to be claimed. 
The nearest approaches to this figure at 
tracks with longer meetings were at Bel- 
mont Park (35.2 per cent), Hialeah Park 
(30.5), Santa Anita Park (30.3), Pimlico 
(28.2). Jamaica (26.8), Churchill Downs 
(25.7), and Garden State Park (25.0). 
The number of such overnight races 
ranged as low as 11.4 per cent. Average 
for the 14 tracks was 22.2 per cent. 

Races under stakes conditions ranged 
downward from Belmont Park's 8.3 per 
cent and Santa Anita’s 7.3 per cent to 
less than one per cent.

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2-year-olds all the “action” they can stand 
—and somewhat more than most of them 
can stand. The total of 18.6 per cent in 
the table is lower than usual because of 3 
important winter meetings which come 
too early in the year for 2-year-old racing. 
Even so, Santa Anita set aside one race in 
10 for youngsters just out of the cradle. 
Opportunities for running 2-year-olds vary 
with the time of year. Thus the inclusion 
of 3 long winter meetings in the relatively 
small number of tracks accounted for in 
the table tends to depress the percentage 
of 2-year-old races below the annual norm. 
With the winter meetings excluded. the 
number of races for 2-year-olds usually 
ranges from 20 to 30 per cent, though the 
Keeneland fall program gave 34.3 per 
cent of its races to the youngest age group. 


Races for 3-year-olds vary. with a few 
exceptions, between 20 and 30 per cent. 
and most tracks give from 45 to 65 per 
cent of their races to horses 3 years old 
and upward. Keeneland again is an ex- 
ception, with only 39.7 per cent of its races 
open to older horses. 


The Disparities 


In comparison with European norms. 
the distances of American races represent 
as great a departure as does the high pro- 
portion of claiming races. About 19 of 
every 20 contests for horses more than 2 
years of age are at distances of 9 furlongs 
or less. Of the tracks considered in the 
tabulation. only Pimlico. Hialeah. and Bel- 
mont Park average as much as one race per 
day at a distance of more than 11¢ miles. 


The tremendous disparity between 
American and European racing is indi- 
cated, in approximation, by comparison of 
a group of American tracks with those 
considered in a recent study by Jean 
Romanet (The Blood-Horse, February 18. 
page 419). The following table accounts 
for about 350 races in England and 350 
in France. as reported by Romanet. and 
997 races at Belmont. Jamaica. Hialeah, 
and Santa Anita.

E for 81 Per Cent 


Toronto. Canadian workers in the 
Thoroughbred industry have contributed a 
report on an interesting nutritional study 
made over the last 11 months. 

Results of the study. conducted on E. 
P. Taylor's Windfields Farm near Toronto 
and at his National Stud Farm at Oshawa. 
suggest definite advantages from the cal- 
culated feeding of alpha tocopherol suc- 
cinate. a nen-toxic natural form of vitamin 
FE prepared by Webber Pharmaceuticals. 
Ltd.. Toronto. The product is known in 
the U. S. as eferol succinate. from Web- 
ber’s U.S. office. Testagar & Co.. Veterin- 
ary Div.. 1354 West Lafayette Boulevard. 
Detroit. Mich. 

The study. the work of Taylor's farm 
manager. F. G. (Gil) Darlington. and J. 
B. Chassels. D. V. M.. has provoked wide- 
spread interest. Several Kentucky veter- 
inarians are testing with eferol succinate 
now. and just a few days ago the presi- 
dent of Webber's. William Jay Gutterson. 
left for consultation with Francois Dupre 
at his Haras d’Ouilly in France. 

It was April. 1955. when Darlington 
and Chassels began their work. Like many 
in the business, they had looked at the 
Merck Vet Manual. which remarks at one 
point: 

“No other vitamin deficiency produces 
so many pathologic changes as does a de- 
ficiency of vitamin E. This probably re- 
sults from the fact that Vitamin E is con- 
cerned with the proper functioning of the 
reproductive. muscular and vascular. sys- 
tems of the animal organism.” 

Vets have realized the need for the 
vitamin. and wheat germ oil, used for 
many years. has proved of no help, since 
it is rarely kept with suitable precautions 
against the rancidity which destroys the 
vitamin. 

“Doc Chassels and I.” Darlington said. 
“decided to try eferol succinate in large 
dosage on a controlled group of horses 
performances over the last few 
years have been noted. We had everything 
going for us. On a test of this nature. we 
needed the kind of operation that is Wind- 
fields and National Stud. With this kind 
of operation and with Mr. Taylor right 
behind our efforts. we could record the 
changes in performance.” 


whose 


More Fertility 


The test broke own into 2 phases: a 
study of eferol’s effect on fertility and 
the reaction of a group of horses in train- 
ing. 

In the first part. 34 broodmares of vary- 
ing age. 5 older stallions and 2 just enter- 
ing the stud were used. Fifteen Thorough- 
breds in the Taylor racing stable were 
observed in the second phase. 

After dosage consultations 


with Dr. W. 
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E. Shute and Dr. E. V. Shute, of London, 
Ont.. Darlington and Chassels started to 
work on April 9, 1955. An article giving 
results of the study was published recently 
in The Summary, a publication of the 
Shute Institute for Clinical and Labora- 
tory Medicine. It says: 

“It is generally accepted on breeding 
farms that 80 per cent is the desired goal 
in pregnancies achieved. It is notable that 
the work we have done has been on a 
group of mares taking eferol succinate 
that could not be termed normal. Fully 44 
per cent of them were barren or maiden 
and 21 per cent of them were 15 years or 
older. The actual efficiency of the entire 
group had been 66 per cent in the past. 
The overall percentage after eferol suc- 
cinate administration was 88 per cent. 

“There were 28 mares on test in the 
vitamin E treated group with a producing 
record. Six others were bred for the first 
time last year. The first 28 previously had 
120 opportunities to produce foals and had 
had 79. or 66 per cent. Their average ex- 
pectancy for this spring is 86 per cent. as 
24 of them are in foal. Allowing for foal 
mortality of 5 per cent. there should be 81 
per cent foals delivered.” 

Stallion figures showed a big gain. Aver- 
age percentage of in-foal reports after ser- 
vice was 53 per cent prior to vitamin E 
treatment in one 8-year-old_ sire’s case. 
After eferol, it jumped to 80 per cent. 
A sire of 15 years that had had an 83 per 
cent record last year was bred to 30 mares. 
and 29 of them were reported in foal. 


More Consistency, More Stamina 


In the experiments with the racing 


group. 4 2-year-olds. 7 3-year-olds, one 4- 
year-old, and 3 5-year-olds were surveyed. 
Darlington and Chassels found need for 
greater dosage than for broodmares and 
stallions. Some horses received from 3,000 
to 5.000 international units daily for 5 days 
or more at a time. Then feedings were 
cut back to the normal 1,500 to 2,000 units 
daily throughout the 7-month racing sea- 
son. 


“Horses on vitamin E,.” Darlington 
found, “showed a remarkable degree of 
consistency and greater stamina. Older 
horses seemed to regain their good form 
of earlier seasons. Vitamin E decreased 
the nervousness of these horses and im- 
proved their feeding habits. The average 
earnings of the horses in this test were 
close to $6.000 this year. All were Cana- 
dian-bred, but it is a fact that only 7 per 
cent of Canadian-breds have reached 
$5,800 in the last 5 years.” 


Darlington said in conclusion: “It must 
he remembered that eferol succinate is 
simply one of the great family of vitamins 
essential to the metabolism of all animals 
and the human. It acts as an anti-oxidant 
in the tissues of the body. It protects vita- 
min A against destruction by rancid, un- 
saturated fats or oils. It helps to decrease 
the need for added oxygen consumption, 
which is one of the obviously important 
demands of racing. If owners or trainers 
use it as a cure-all when horses are losing 
form they will be disappointed, unless suf- 
ficient time is given to elicit its full bene- 
fits. In short, the use of vitamin E on 
horses in training is not going to perform 
miracles. The degree of success it 
achieves depends upon the use of proper 
products, high dosage levels, an absence 
of food antagonists, and consistent eferol 
feeding.” Gorp PEPPER

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FEEDING 


The Points of View 
With its issue of February 18 The 


Blood-Horse began a 5-part series on 
feeding as practiced on 8 Thoroughbred 
farms in central Kentucky and one in 
Ohio. The farms, in order of presentation, 
were Elmendorf. Darby Dan, Calumet. 
Claiborne. Danada. Hedgewood. White 
Oaks. Hagyard, and Greentree. 

There were variations, of course, and 
about the only complete agreement among 
9 owners and managers was that feeding 
horses is a process of trial and error for 
which the only tests are last year’s year- 
ling prices or last season’s performance 
on the race track. Nearly everyone could 
say. and did, that hay and oats were 
“natural” feeds, that corn was a good 
heat-producer, and that alfalfa in limited 
quantities was good for the bowels and 
kidneys. Beyond that about the only area 
of agreement on specific feeds was “it 
can’t hurt “em, and it might do ’em some 
good.” 

In summarizing the feeding series it 
should be pointed out at the beginning 
that comparisons are difficult to make— 
and risky. If 7 of 9 breeders reported that 
they feed weanlings a vitamin complex, 
this does not mean that the other 2 do 
not. Although each manager checked the 
report before publication, particulars have 
a way of being overlooked. And since 2 
writers were engaged in gathering facts 
for the series. the approach frequently was 
different. 


Aside from a variety of vitamins and 
tonics. the only feeds and commercial 
products with which we have had to deal 
are oats. corn, bran, sweet feed, Calf 
Manna, and Stamm. Everyone fed a clover 
hay. and everyone but Dr. Charles E. 
Hagyard’s farm also fed an occasional 
ration of alfalfa. 

Only White Oaks included Stamm as 
part of its regular diet, and only Green- 
tree used a mash. 

All but Elmendorf and Calumet fed 
corn. All but Danada, Elmendorf, Hedge- 
wood, and Hagyard used bran at some 
time or other. Only Danada. Hag- 
yard and Greentree did not provide a 
sweet feed. Calf Manna was used by 4 
farms—Darby Dan. Claiborne, White Oaks. 
and Hedgewood. 

In point of variety, the simplest feeding 
programs were those of Elmendorf, Calu- 
met. Danada. and Hagyard. Elmendorf 
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named only hay, oats, and sweet feed; 
Calumet listed hay and oats, plus a bran 
and sweet feed for young horses; Danada 
and Hagyard named oats, corn, and hay. 


Sucklings 


All farms allow foals to eat with the 
mares whenever they want. and when the 
foals indicate they are ready for preferen- 
tial treatment the mares are tied once a 
day to give the youngsters a better chance. 

Seven of the 9 farms start sucklings on 
cracked. crimped. or rolled oats. and the 
only exceptions are Calumet Farm and 
Dr. Hagyard’s farm. (“It seems to me that 
you can’t help but lose some of the natural 
food value of the oats if you crush them.” 
said Calumet’s Paul Ebelhardt. “Also. the 
digestive juices of a stomach are kept 
more active when whole grain is used.’’) 
Claiborne. White Oaks. and Hedgewood 
Farms said that after foals begin eating 
regularly they are started on a little Calf 
Manna. Claiborne’s formula is 4 ounces 
of Calf Manna to a quart of grain. 

Most farms said sucklings worked up 
to about 4 quarts of grain a day by the 
time they were weaned. There were varia- 
tions here. Darby Dan. for example. said 
its sucklings got as high as 7 quarts a day. 

The simplicity of the ration varies with 
the farm. Darby Dan said its first feed 
was rolled oats and Calf Manna only after 
weaning. White Oaks said sucklings. after 
they started eating by themselves. got 
crimped oats. Stamm, Calf Manna, a dash 
of sweet feed. and cracked corn. Other 
farms fell someplace between the 2. 

Claiborne. Darby Dan. and White Oaks 
feed sucklings regular quantities of 
vitamin complexes. Col. Floyd C. Sager 
said that Claiborne began 15 drops a day 
of haliver oil and Visterol as soon as 
weather got warm in the spring. and How- 
ard Endicott said that White Oaks began 
a daily dose of 5 drops of haliver oil the 
day after a foal’s birth. Chester Gates 
said all horses at Darby Dan got Vionate. 
a mineral and vitamin supplement. 


Weanlings 


Several farms feed weanlings twice a 
day. the others 3 times a day. Almost 
everyone said weanlings would take about 
8 quarts of grain by the turn of the year. 

Five of the farms—Elmendorf. Darby 


Dan. Calumet. Claiborne. and White Oaks 


~—said they add a sweet feed (usually 


ad 


one part to 5 parts oats) to the weanling’s 


diet. and 6 farms—Darby Dan, Claiborne, 
Danada. Hagyard, White Oaks, and 
Greentree—said they feed a little corn 
through the winter. The corn is fed most- 
ly on the cob. 


Calumet feeds a little bran, and Green- 
tree feeds a mash of oats and bran twice 
a week through the winter. 

Bob Green, manager of Elmendorf 
Farm, puts weanlings on one ounce of 
Chevinal. and Colonel Sager starts them 
on 2 ounces. White Oaks’ weanlings start 
on 50.000 units a day of vitamin A. 


Yearlings 


There was less variation in the quantity 
of grain being fed yearlings than might 
have been expected. Of 4 farms breeding 
for the market. the average was 10 to 14 
quarts. Only 2 farms in this group said 
they were feeding as much as 14 quarts. 
and one of these, White Oaks. said that 
this level was reached by mid-April. after 
which sales yearlings were tapered off to 
about 6 quarts in July. Of the 5 farms 
breeding for a racing stable, 2 specified 
a level of 10 quarts a day, one said 12 to 
14 quarts, and another said 12 quarts. 
Through an oversight on the part of the 
interviewer, the fifth stable was not asked. 

Nearly everyone specified a hay high in 
clover. Some managers said they preferred 
a lighter hay. however, when pastures got 
richer in the spring and early summer. 
Clarkson Beard, of Greentree Farm, said 
that he always prepared 2 acres of wheat 
and barley on which yearlings could 
browse in the winter. 


The Broodmares 


Mares at most of the 9 farms are en- 
couraged to accept from 12 to 14 quarts 
of grain a day immediately after foaling, 
but there is division here again over 
whether the mares now should be fed 
whole oats or crushed oats. Claiborne 
says one part sweet feed to 3 parts crushed 
oats. and Colonel Sager appended the 
explanation that molasses in the sweet feed 
helps keep the bowels loose and aids in 
the flow of milk. Darby Dan says crushed 
oats and a little bran. and Calumet and 
Hagyard say whole oats. Dr. Hagyard, 
who leans heavily to corn in the winter. 
feeds 8 to 10 ears a day. 

As the weather improves in the spring, 
the grain ration for mares in foal at some 
farms is cut back, and the mares depend 
more on pasture. Corn. of course. is 
dropped from the diet. Claiborne also 
does away with its sweet feed and 
substitutes a little bran. 

After weaning the practice is to dis- 
continue the grain until the mare dries 
up. In November, after grain has been 
returned to the diet, several farms add corn 
and other ingredients to the basic oats 
ration. Hedgewood, for example. gives 
mares in foal a daily dash of Omolene. a 
commercial sweet feed preparation. White 
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Oaks adds a sweet feed, bran, Stamm, and 
cod liver oil. 

As foaling time draws near the practice 
is to cut back on the grain ration and 
increase the hay. 

There was quite a bit of variation in the 
quantity of feed for barren mares. During 
the breeding season the diet for brood- 
mares was about 8 quarts of grain at 
Elmendorf, 6 to 8 at Calumet, 4 at Clai- 
borne, 6 to 10 at Danada, 10 to 12 at 
Hedgewood, 4 to 6 at Greentree. All of 
these figures, of course, are approxima- 
tions. 

When pasture is good most farms turn 
out barren mares and either trim the grain 
ration or cut it out entirely. The Calumet 
mares which don’t conceive get no grain 
and are turned out until the next breeding 
season. Dr. Hagyard turns barren mares 
out after weaning, feeds hay and corn in 
sheds. and doesn’t give oats unless a mare’s 
condition seems to cry for something extra. 

Charles Asbury feeds barren mares at 
Hedgewood wheat germ oil during the 
breeding season. Endicott likes one ounce 
of cod liver oil and 4 ounces of carron 
oil for the mares at White Oaks. (Nearly 
all stock at White Oaks gets carron oil. 
a compound of linseed oil and lime water. 
“We feed it by the barrel,” said the White 
Oaks manager. “It’s a good lubricant for 
their bowels. and it’s a good conditioner, 
puts a good finish to them.” ) 

Each farm, of course, hopes to get mares 


to the farm as early as possible. The 
routine at most places is to keep the 
young mares in the barn and to let them 
down gradually. At Darby Dan, the 
mares are up for several weeks, and boys 
jog them in the paddock. Hedgewood. 
however, believes in letting them down 
rapidly. 

Dr. Hagyard feeds these young mares 
all they will eat from fall to summer. 
keeps them in at night. White Oaks tries 


to get race mares up to 14 quarts a day. 
Through the winter the farm feeds 4 ears 
of corn, some Stamm, an ounce of cod 
liver oil, and 4 ounces of carron oil. 
Calumet goes up to 8 or 10 quarts of grain 
a day, and Greentree invites the young 
mares to at least put away 6 quarts. 

In all cases the idea is to adapt the 
mares to life on the farm as easily as 
possible. 


The Stallions 


It is nearly impossible to generalize 
about the feed given stallions. Here more 
than for any other classification the diet 
depends upon the individual horse. Elmen- 
dorf said its stallions got about 9 or 10 
quarts a day and a small quantity of sweet 
feed. At Darby Dan one stallion gets 5 
quarts, another 10 or 12. At Claiborne 
the average is about 14 quarts (one part 
wheat bran to 8 parts crushed oats), and 
Colonel Sager specifies a hay of not more 
than 50 per cent clover by volume. 

Several of the farms feed carrots dur- 
ing the breeding season. Elmendorf adds 
Leterplex, a vitamin and mineral product. 
and Darby Dan leans to Vionate.  Clai- 
borne uses 2 ounces of Chevinal and an 
ounce of vitamin B extract. Hedgewood 
likes Coblex, and so does Greentree. The 
Hagyard farm and Danada feed no tonics 
or supplements. except in cases where a 
stallion may need it. WARREN SCHWEDER

Claude and Bernays suffered 
some interference. The Picket led all the 
way. The race was worth $27,025 to the 
winner. 

I’m glad Dave Frame corrected the 
error about Lantados and took him out of 
the Remount. where someone erroneously 
put him years ago. This is a good example 
of the manner in which errors unfortunate- 
ly are picked up and passed on as history.
